ville that 10 to 15 cents per 
dozen was paid for their exter- 
mination. 
On June 2, 1880 


over 500 of the birds were 
killed in the evening.

Men, too, are 
prone to neglect their foot health 
for the sake of fashion, or carelessly 
choose improperly fitting shoes be- 
cause they do not realize the impor- 
tance of well-fitted footwear.

Better to We»r Oversize Shoes 
Shoes that are too small never 
should be worn. -If a mistake must 
be made, it is far better to wear 
shoes that are too large. 
Shoes 
should be broad and give ample room 
for movement of the toes. They 
should fit snugly in the arch, to 
give the necessary support, and the 
heels should be broad and low. 


it is imperative that you -wear 
proper footgear and do special toot 
exercises. 
Tnese corrective exer- 
cises, most important in overcoming 
weakness of tne muscles of the toot 
and leg-, should be done in bare or 
stockinged feet.
